iluable journal, I would very 
much like you to insert my letter. 
I am anxious to hear the answers. 
What really is the use of calling up 
civilians for thirty days’ training? 
What can they possibly hope to learn 
in that short period and what good, 
from a military point of view, would 
they be after their thirty days? In 
the first place, just reckon the Gov 
ernment cost per man, in transport, 
clothing, food and pay, ete., and then 
what have you as a soldier? Just 
nothing that can be of any real 
value. Whatever training these men 
receive, they could only get a very 
limited <nowledge of drill and camp 
routine, washing dishes, route 
marches. In 1915, as a regular Im 
perial officer convalescent, I had the 
training of raw civilians that were 
to be sant overseas in three months. 
As soon as the men arrived they 
were put into khaki and were given 
ten hours a day in arms drill, learn- 
ing how to shoot on the ranges with 
machine guns, ete. The result was 
that .n three months we had first 
class men, excellent shots, a_ real 
force to be reckoned with. We all 
know what a wonderful show the first 
Kitchener Army put up at Ypres 
against the Hun Prussian Guards. 
But after the thirty days here the 
men return to civilian life, knowing 
little more than when they started, 
having cost the Government plenty 
for an article of no value; a pure 
waste of good men’s time and money 
Any infant knows you can’t train a 
soldier in thirty days. If the Govern 
ment made it three months they 
really would have something It’s 
better to have fewer trained men 
than thousands of civilians with only 
a knowledge of camp life and how to 
form threes. The United States is 
making the duration one year. Think 
of what stuff they will turn out in 
one year compared to the thousands 
of 30-day Canadian boys

will thus be created As a result, 
defaults, when discovered, are gener 
ally found to have commenced many 
months or years before and to have 
gradually increased during the inter 
vening period. 

It is to be noted that 
material difference between 
bond coverage against 
dishonest acts which occur while the 
bond is in force, and coverage against 
losses which are discovered while the 
bond is in force but which may have 
oecurred before the bond was taken 
out. It is the general practice of 
surety companies to provide coverage 
against losses due to dishonest acts 
which occur while the bond is in 
force. There has recently been placed 
on the market, however, a bond which 
covers discovered while the 
bond is in force; it is called the 
Discovery Bond. 

It is also to be noted that coverage 
under a fidelity bond is provided on 
the basis that the coverage on each 
employee is continuous from its in 
ception to its termination, and that 
the coverage for separate periods is 
not cumulative, so that the amount 
ot coverage on any employee is the 
maximum amount of liability for all 
defaults of that employee however 
long the coverage may continue

There is another provision to be 
noted, which is to the effect that if 
the amount of coverage on any em 
ployee is increased or decreased dur- 
ing the term of the bond, the maxi 
mum liability is the largest amount 
of coverage during any period within 
which defaults occur, and that the 
coverage for one period is not avail 
able for an excess loss occurring dur 
ing any other period. 

As fidelity bonds stipulate a limit 
of time after their termination within 
which loss must be discovered in 
order to secure indemnity, it is plain 
that if an employer should terminate 
the bond of one company and accept 
the bond of another company he 
would, after the expiration of the 
discovery period fixed by the previous 
bond, lose the right to recover for any 
due to acts which occurred 
while that bond was in force. 

To overcome this difficulty and en 
able an employer to substitute one 
bond for another bond without losing 
the right to recover for losses back 
to the inception of the first bond, it 
is the universal practice, when one 
bond is superseded by another, 
whether of the same or a different 
surety company, to attach to the 
superseding bond what is known as 
a superseded suretyship rider. 

This rider provides that the super 
seding bond shall be construed to 
cover any loss that would have been 
recoverable under the superseded 
bond except for the time limit there 
in; provided that the amount ol 
liability shall not exceed the amount 
that would have recoverable 
under the superseded bond if it had
